Charles XII in Ed 


King Chartes Xil (1682-1718) is a legendary figure for the town of Ed. After leading an invasion of Russia, and traveling as far as Turkey, 
Charles retumed lo Sweden to rebuff Denmark's claims in southern Sweden and Norway. As Charles XII was about to attack Norway, which 
wos to be his last campaign, he entered the country by way of Ed. He and his men came by boat from Varmland to Lake Stora Le, Today, 
Standing on the shores of the beautiful lake at Ed, one can imagine the sight of the king and his army rowing in from the north that day, The 
army then went by land to the Fredrikssten border fort in Norway and beseiged it. twas there that Charles received a fatal shot in his head. 
His body was carried home from Norway by his troops in the winter of 1718. Not only did the bullat end the ite of one of Sweden's most 
hiustrous leaders, It also ended Sweden's Age of Greatness, Charles XII, military genious that he was, died a bachelor and left no heir to 
the throne. Over the next century, Sweden became less of an aggressive nation and her borders gradually receded to thelr present state.
